Andalthough ſouereigne Princes did bring them in tor the good 
goucrument of their ſubie&s, yethad they nor altered the ſimple 
naturall rules ofthe ſucceſſion, the which'they affirmed ſhoulde be 
obſcruedinthis caſe, as it had beene before che birth of 1uſtinian, 
who wasthe author of theſe repreſentations. And akhough ſome 
Doctors woulde raſhly make the ſucceſſion of Realmts, ſubie&to 
ciuill inſticutions, yet according to:this confideration they made 
Philips ritle endoul tfull; and thoſe which helde this opinion were 
learned men, and more curious of antiquitie. then are;commonly 
our ordinarie Lawyers. But leaſtthey ſhoulde ſecme to take that 
courſe to auoidethe lawes, th wollde alſo withdrawe themſclues

preceadthe Catholique King inthe ſucceſſion. They condemned 
rhe ſaid King, ſaying, that diſtruſting his Title he had preparedto. 
 armes: They ſhewed byalong diſcourſe, thatthe vnion of Portu- 
gall would neither breed themprofit, norhonour, but loſle anddi- 
thonour, werethe conditions neuer ſo ample and good: drawing

ofall iuriſdiQion,as well Eccleſiaſticall,as ciuil;zealous in Religion, 
andthe faith, yerinthe retormarion of religious perſons, he was 
more ſtrite then was conucnient.

times he ſeemediicalous of the Duke of Bragarice,and would ioine 
withthe King againſt him: Sometimes hetrearedto reſignehis in- 
tereſt to Philip,it he would make himagood compoſition,carrying 
himſelfe as his hopes increaſed or diminiſhed; So asithapned vnto 
ſuch as mannaged his affaires withthe king,wheh they found them- 
ſclucsto haue concluded a matter,they found their authoritie reuo- 
ked. The King inthe end, cauſed (hr;ſt;pher de Mora to talke with 
him,and to make offer ofall he ſhould demaund, tor the great loue 
he bare vnto him, without naming either ſumme or any thing cle 
whatſocuer,bur for thathe hated Mora,he would not by hismeanes 
treate of this matter of agreement. Notwithſtanding when as the 
Duke of Ofſunadeliuered vntg the Gouernors acopie of the kings 


minde, as is before ſer downe!, he delivered vato Anthony a letter The Cathe- 


fromthe King, whercin he did write vnto him: That foraſmuch as 


he wasnot ignorant many yeeresſince of the good will he had al- vn: 4»- 
waics borne him, the which he had laboured to make ſhewe of in *****: 


all occaſions, he was aflured he woulde notprooue ingrate, but _ 
ſhew himſelfe anſwerable vnto that whereumo reaſon did binde
